The estimated mid-year population of these 1 64 towns is 
21,152,077, The births and dentils recorded in these towns 
numbered J2,(\ r 0 and 7 f 437 revues, ntmg 1 irth tnd death rates 
of 29*0 and 18*3 per thousand of the population respectively, 

(A) India : — The births and deaths rooorclod in towns 
in India wore ] 0,977 and 6 836 giving birth and death 
rates of 20’ 3 aM of 18*3 per thousand of tie population 
respectively. The two towns, namely, Bnrhanpur in C. P. 
and Tan harper in Bombay Presidency recorded hgh 
death iates of 72*1 and 64-7 p^r thousand of the population 
respectively.
